OETHEKINGDOME

| whole countrey (ſay 
SAS | they) is divided into 
Seo ee + QN tWOparts, Scania, and 
e135 8 Dania,Scandia,or Scan- 
dinania, by Pliny, called an Iland ofunknowne 
greatuefle, hems in & begirts about all the nor- 
thermoſt part of Europe. This isa large and vaſt 
Region, extending it felfe from the 55. tothe 
72. degree of northerly latitude, above 1000.

Euz{iſh miles,and from the 25.tothe 65.degree 
of longirude,or 2400 of our miles. On the ſouth 
ſide,it borders on Germany and Dexmarke;on the 
North and Weſt,on the Ocean Sea, and on the 
Eaſt on Raſ5ia. The parts of this countrey lying 
neereſt to the South, where the Pole is not ele- 
vatedabove 66 degrees 1s indifferent temperat; 
the Region ine Letorins the 60.degree and 
the arQick circle,are not ſotemperate,howbeit, 
the intemperature of the ayre is well 4.2 
with the fertility of the ſoyle, in ſuch places e- 


ſpecially as are not covered over with woods, 07 
TOCKk>,in the ſnntb & caſlcruc parts principally, 


But the extreme, or moſt notthern parts, lying 
betwixt the arcick circle,and the pole arctick, 
enjoy ncithera temporate ayre,nor yet a fruitful 
ſoile,and ſince,by reaſon of the faint heat of the 
Sun,corne could not there well ripen,therefore 
the wiſe Creator of all things hath furniſhed 
theſe countries with great variety of wild beaſts 
and divers rivers,lakes & gulfes furniſhed with 
variety of wholeſome fiſhes, for the ſuſtaining 
of the inhabitants lives.It would ſeem that this 
Scandia was in former times far more populous, 
then it is at this time, witneſſe theſe frequent 
tranſmigrations, and, as it were, inundations of 
the Scantian people intoother remote regions of 
the world ; when as partly by reaſon of the mul- 
ritude, and naturall fecundity or fruitfulnes of 
that people,partly by reaſon of dearth of corn, & 
partly by their inclination to war andavoyding, 
idlenes, like Bees they ſoyghr out new _ for 
them- 
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themſelvesand their children, and thoſe great 
heapes of ſtones, even at this day in the moft 
deſarts & woods to be ſeen, & in former times, 
no doubt gathered together to cleanſe the high 
waies,do undoubtedly evidence untous,that in 
former times all thoſe places have bin peopled, 
and therefore not without great reaſon, did the 
ancient writers call this country, a ſhop of peo- 
ple: officinam gentiii populorii que vaginam,$ from 
hence have we not only the Normans, Suevians, 
Y axdals,8& divers other nations: but the Weſtor- 


gnths, and Oftrogerhs, allo who after many pere- 
Srinations, thorow many Provinces 'aud RINg- 


domes,whom they wearied out with their wars, 
at length they ſerled themſelves in Spaiz,where 
even at this day they bearerule. 
| This Scandia,or Scadinavia,comprehends under 
it 2 northern kingdomes, Sweden 8& Norway, The 
kingdome of Sweden,as witneſle the Scaxziaw hi- 
ſtories, 1s moreancient then any of the others, 
from whoſe Kings hath the ancient families of 
the Kings of Denmark & Norwayare deſcen2ded 
for Day 7 King of Deamark, from whence this 
country was called Dania,or Danmarchiawas the 
fonne of Humelus the 16 King of Sweaen, and the 
Norvegiass,intheir Chronicle,beforcever they 
come to their owne, reckon vp 25 Kings of Swe- 
aep, of whom is deſcended Hwitben, by the mo- 
ther deſcended of one Soluon, a certaine Prince 
of Nerway tucceeded him in his dominion,and 
baviuing notalittle inlarged the ſame,leftir ro 
bis lawtull heires- and ſucccfſros, from whom

the kingdome 
of Sweden. 
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Haraltas Harſagherbeing lineally deſcended in 
the fourth degree, having vanquiſhed and ex+ 
pelled ail the other petty Kings, did there firſt 
ofall eſtabliſh an abſolute Monarchy, as wir- 
neſſeth the ancient Chronicle of Norway, writ- 
ten by Maſter lohn Martinus Slangernpenſis, and 
publiſhed in Denmarke, Ann. 1595. 

Of this kingdome of Swedex,T purpoſe now ta 


ſay ſomething, as I finde it written in the Swe- 


&/b Hiſtory, howbcit, as briefelyas I can: and 


Tveaking of the countrey, I ſhall ſay ſomerhing 


of the ſeveral Provinces and Territories belong- 
ing tothis Crowne,the commodities and riches 
they yeeld, both to King and Subje&, asalſo 
concerning the politicke government, together 
with divers cuſtomes of this countrey, In the 
next place,ſomething ſhall be ſaid ofthe might 
and power of this great King, both by Seaand 
Land,his chiefe Officers of Stare, 3c. and then 
come wee to the Kings of that countrey, both 
ancicntand of latter times, with ſome of their 
chicfe ads, and the latter Kings alliances. In 
the laſt place is ſomething more particularly 


aid concerning this greatGuſtavas Adolphus now 


raigning, and his chiefeads, both before and 


ſince his expedition intoGermaxy briefly hand- 
led.

here to ſpeake. This potent King then hath un- _ | 
der his dominton, nor onely thiseountry Of 5'pe- I 
dn, properly ſocalled, butalſo Gorbland, Flint- 
land, and a great part of Laplazd, beſides ſome 

Territories 1n the dominion of the great Duke 
or Knez of Ruſ5ia, Or Muſcovia,as hereafter ſhall 
appeare. This countrey 1s a very fruittull ſoyle, 
a land flowing with milke and honey,and yeel- | 
ding corne in great -abundance, beſides the - 
great abundance of metralls digged our of the 
bowells of the earth, and the excellency of the 
paſtures of this land, may from hence appeare, 
that ſome countrey people of Holland,removing 

their habitation into Sweden, athmed that they 
made as much butterof 50. meaſures of milke 

there, as they did in-Ao/layg4of a hundred the 

like meaſures. This pleaſant conntrey is reple- 

niſhed with innumerable lakes, furniſhed with 

moſt daint y fiſhes; % out of theſe fame lakes do 

runand iſſue out many pleaſant and profitable 

ol 4 
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rivers. This country is inthe South parts more 
plain & even; but towards the Noith and Weſt 

more mountainous, not without great ſtore of 
woods, very uſefull for the fining of thoſe mer- 
tals,in ſo great abundance digg'd out of many of 
thoſe mountaines. The maritane parts not of 
Swetbland onley, but of Finlandallo, are for the 
moſt part environed with high and ſteepe rocky 
hils & Ilands, fnany ofthem being ſcarce cove- 


red with greene grafſe,and this is the cauſe why 


1715 ſ0 hard and difficult a matter for ſtrangers, 
without ſome skilfull Pilor of the naturall inha- 
bitans,re faile neerc their ſhore,and ſtrangers at 


their firſt approaching wonder that fuch a coun- 
try ſhould afford the inhabitants mcanes to ſit- 
tame life,until ſuch time,as they are better ac- 
quainted with the inner parts of the countrey ; 
and this land hath likewiſe commerce with the 
Ile of Briitaive Denmarke,Norway, Poland, Ruſsia, 
and ſuch other Notherne Regions beyond the 
50 or 51 degrees of Northerly latitude, that it 
bringeth forth none of that noble l1quor of the 

rape, which is notwithſtanding in greatabun- 
ile brought from other countries, and be- 
ſides, they are well furniſhed with good ale and 


| beere for their ordinary drinke.,

The Kingdome of Sweden is divided into Swe- 
den, Gothland, Finland,Ineria and Efthionia. Swe- 
den,or Swethland, called Suecia, Or Sucovia, into

(as they call them)that is; ſhares,or Provinces of 
three peoplc;and theſe againe ſub-divided into 
ſmaller parts, much anſwerable to our diviſion 
ofhundred,and which name they alſo attribute 
' _untothem.Ofall the cities and townes, uot on- 
ly ofthis, butofall the other Pxovincesof the 
Sweaiſh dominions, Stackholme is the chiefe, and Si9kbeime. - 
where the King moſt comonly makes his abode 
and refidence,ſeated inan Iland among the wa- 
rers.as Venice, for the which cauſe it had this _ 
name impoſed, By meanes of the lake Me/eans it = 
_ beth brought from the inland al maner of grain, \ F 
butter, cheeſe, and ſuch other commodics uſe- 
full for the life ofman,as alſo copper, yron, and 
other mettals;and again,by the ſame way ends 
them back ſuch comodities as are brought from 
remote regions:and bythe ſea itis ſupplied with 
wine,oile,falt,&c.It is much of the ſame cegree - 0%

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of Sco:/and, it being ſeated in the South part of 
Sweden, to wit, betwixtthe 58, and 59.degree. 


Next unto it,is Ypfal;a, ſomtime the royal ſear of 


the adjacent northerne parts: for there was kept 
the Kings Court, rhe ſupreme court of juſtice, 
and there was alſo the Archbiſhops ſea with a 
faire cathearall Church, the which onely of all 
the reſt, continueth yet untill this day. There 
there is alſoa famous Vniverſity, of the which 
more hereafter. This City is ſeated,as it were, 
inthe very center of this rich Province, on the 
banke of the River Sa/a. Beſides theſe, rhere 


areyet inthis Province ſome others of good 


note,howbeir, inferiour tothe former, to wit, 
Enecopia Sigrunaia, Orearundia. 

The next Province of Sneonja, is Veſtmania,in 
fertility nothing inferiour to Yplandia, but in 
mettalls farre exceeding the ſame : for in it is a 
very rich ſilver mine,called Salbergh; as for good 
yron and ſteele, there is there alſo great & ons 


Kich 44 2% where mines of copper, lead and brim- 


one are not alſo wanting. The chiecfe Citty 
thereof is called Groſia, and commonly Weſteras, 
adorned with a Biſhops ſea, andacarhedrall 
Church, where 1s alſoa faire ſtately caſtle tobe

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not inferiour to the former inthe abundance of 
mettalls and mineralls,yet inthe abundance of 
good copper digged out of theſe deepe vaults 
and cavernes,to the no ſmall amazement of ſuch 
as are not acquainted with ſuch fights ; it doth 
farre exceede any other ; and beſides copper, 
che ſame myne yeeldeth yer great ſtore ofbrim- 
ſtone,alum and copperas. And the water which 
ts drawne from thence,changeth yron into good 
copper, with the loſle of the fourth part, it the 
waightofthe yron be in ſmall pieces; and the 
third part only, if the pieces be great and thick. 
This countrey yeelds alſo good {tore of graine ; 


howbeit, ſcarce ſufficieat to furniſh thole labo- 
rious painefull pioners, there being there ſuch 
a number of them maintained at worke, 
Nextunto it,is Nericia,where although there 
be a ſilver myne, yet yeelding but ſmall bene- 
fit,ts therefore neglected. The mynes of brim- 
ſtone yeeld alſo ſtore ofalum and copperas. It 
would ſceme, that all the inhabitants of this 
countrey, are borne naturall Smiths : for they 
ſend abroad intoall the neighbouring countries 
all manner of yron implemeats, They have but 
one Citty, called Orebregia. 
The laſt is Sudermannia, which 1s neyther de- 
ſtitute ofmerralls, nor yet of good ſtore of yron, 
eſpecially the parts adjoyning tothe great lake 
Melerns. The chiefe city of this countrey 15 Ny-

Next 
is Strengoſiaan Fpiſcopall Sea, with a Cathe-

- Charles the 9. of that name, and father to the 


moſt tamous and victorious King, great Guſt a- 
ns now raigning. There are yer ſome other 
Townes belonging to this teritory,to wit,Tolga, 
Torſilia,and Troſa,all very rich and commodious 
for trafficke and commerce, | 

The other part of Sweden,is properly called by 
the name of Northland. Ofthis Northland,there 
are two Provinces, Geftricia & Helſengia.Geftricia, 
had corne enough to ſupply the inhabitants 
wanrs, and beſides, is well furniſhed with yron 
mynes : Ithath in it one very good City,called 
Gervalia,feated by the Scea-{ide, as well for ex- 
portation, as importation ofall manner of com- 
modities, and about halfe adaies journey from 
the coper mynes. By ancient records, it appea- 
rcth that this Zcl/ingia in former times,was a ge- 


nerall name,comprehending the reſt ofthe Nor- 


thern Provinces; and the Scanzian Hiſtories doe 


 reſtifie,that this ſame country in former times, 
was graced with the Titleofa kingdome, and 


was governce by Kings, until fuch time as 1»ec/- 
{us,King of Fpſalia,and father to Olawus Treteliar, 
King of Yezmelandia, at his coronation burnt to 
aſhes,th< laſt Hel gian King, with ſome other 
moe, whoſe kingdome hee after incorporated to 
char of -p/i/ita. Many other things concerning 
the antiquity and valour of this Nation, for bre-

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vity, I purpoſely letpaſſe. Among all the Swez 
diſh people, theſe are moſt remarkable for their 
great hoſpitality ; and beſides, they are ſo affe- 
ctionate to learning, that although publike 


 Schooles for good literature, be but rare among 


them, yet ate private perſons, who have attat- 
ned to any learning, ſo forward to inſtrud their 
ncighbours, that it is a hard mattter to find one 
going art plough, but hee can read. The inhabi- 
rants of this country, are either Helſingiansfpro» 
perly ſo call'd, or Laplanders. Ofthe Helſingians, 
then the Provinces,or theſe: Zelſingia properly [0 
called, Mede/padia, Angermania, and Bothuia. 
This Heſingia,properly ſo called, was formerly 


caled Sundhede and Nordflech. The ſoyle of this 


country 1s fruitfull enongh, and the inhabitants 
much addicted to grazing of cattle,and many of 
them are very induſtrious in making of linnen 
cloth, and not unskil[full in many other manu- 
all rrades, ſome being alſo addicted to fiſhing. 
It containeth one good city, Hudinſwaldia,whoſe 
inhabitants tranſport into other countries great 
ſtore of burter,tallow,hides and skins,pitch and 
T0zen,maſts for ſhips,clap-boord and the like. 
Medelpaiia is much ofthe ſame nature 8& qualt- 
ty with He/ſjngia,but that it is ſomewhat narrow 
and fuller of woods.:It is furniſhed with 2 good 


rivers, well ſtor'd with excecding good fiſh, as 


Salmons eſpecially, and it is ſuppoſed, rhar in, 


former times, the Helſingian Kings kept their 
Court inthis Countrey.. |

ſleepe rockes,yet are the vallies ſo fruitfull,that 
if butonce in ten yeeres compaſled, they bring 
forth every yeerc exceeding good corne, ifthe 
unſcaſonablneſle of the weather, doe not ſome- 
times fruſtrate the husband-mans expeQation. 
It is,as it were, divided into twoarmes, the one 
more ſoutherly, running towards the Weſt; 
the other towards the Sea, and further to 
the North, It is watered with one faire river,a- 
bounding with divers ſorts of good fithes, Sal- 
mons eſpecially:there is in it alſo cne faire City. 


Bothnia 1s not ſo hilly as this Aneermannia, and 


yct by reaſon of the ſandy ſoyle, and the cold- 
neſle of the climar, the countrey 15 nor ſo fruit- 
fullas the former, which defect, notwithſtan- 
ding, is well ſupplyed with the abundance of 
other commodities, It is very well watcred 
with divers great rivers, abounding with very 
good fiſh, Salmons, eſpecially: It hath in it 
nocity, howbeit, every Pariſh is, as it were, 
a rowne of traſficke and commerce ; for in ſom- 
merthey provide ſtore of corne, and ſuch other 
commodities, as their neighbour Zaplanders 
want, which they buy of ſuch as traihcke into 
their countrey,which commodities 1n the win- 


ter they carry into Lapland, where all rivers and 


rivers and lakesare hard frozen; and bring again 
backe from thence great abundance of rich 
furres, fiſhes dryed and hardened with the froſt, 

and many the -like commodities, 
Next followes Lapporia,ot Lappia,called com- 
EF. : = monly 
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monly Lapland, and the inhabitants Lappoxes, 
Laplanders. This 1s the norther:20ft Province 
belonging to this potent Prince, a large and 
vaſt countrey, but hath neythercorne-fielis, ci- 
ties nortownes. The countrey is full of hills, 


woods, rivers, lakes and pooles; and in many 


places very good paſtures. The people are in- 
gentous enough and civill, living moſt by hun- 


ring and fiſhing : They live like unto the 7r- Their manner 


tars, travelling in great troupes together, with of life, 


their cattell,and ſettle about ſome river or lake, 
where there is good paſture for their catrell,and 


when thar is all eaten up, remove to another Their inns: 
place. Adultery and murther is ſcarce heard ccncic, 


ofamong that people, nor yet any theft, and 

merchants gps. that way,ordinarily leave 

their wares, covered onely with ſome old cloth 

to keepe off the ſnow, and after divers daies, at 

their returne, never miſle any of their goods.

wollen cloth brought to them from other coun- cell. © 

tries; as for linnen cloth they have none, bur 

to ſew their clothes, they make thred of the 

nerves or {inewes of bcafts, dryed, beaten, and 

drefſed like flaxe, with the which they both S5e* 

ſew their garments, & cover the ſamealſo with _ 

tinne, as we doe with ſilver and ſo adorne their \ 

garments therewith, as we doe with ſilver and 

gold lace. In former times,they were much ad- 

dicted to ſorceryand witchcraft, howbeit, that 

1s now well reformed. In ſt cad of houſes they The rence, 
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aſe tents made of the barke of birch ſowed to- 
gether. Inthe winter time,they mecte togther 
at certaine places, and faile not, where both 
thefe aforementioned merchants, find them to 
trafficke with the Kings cuſtomers, to demand 
their tribute, and the Churchmen'were wont to 
come to catechize them, and tobaptize their 
children,&c.Bur Charlesthei9.and father to this 
famous and great Gaſtavus,now raigning, built 
in ſeverall places of this country 'certaine chap- 
pells,and churches for the exerciſe of Religion, 
This people is ninble, ative, and very good 
ſonidicrs,which ifenvy it ſelfe ſhould deny,yer 
that memorable bartcll fought neer Zeipzze will. 
witnes tothe worlds end:ſome of the hils of this 
countty yeeld precious ſtones,viz., Diamonds, 
Topazes, and Amethifts. ps 
At this day,theſe Laplanders are ſubjeHtto 3. 
Kings,of Sweden, Denmark,and the great Duke of 
Ruſ5ia, The greateſt, & the beft part of this coun-= 
cry,viz.allthe South, & meditcrraniau part,de- 


longs to the King of Sweden, a very huge vaſt 


countrey, extending from the 69.to the 71, de- 
oree of northerly latitude , being above 400.

ces; hath many fiſhie rivers and lakes, and pa-

Vermelandia, among all the Gorhiſh Provinces 
beſt inhabited,and colonies firſt carried thither 
by 0Olaus Trekelius. It isa hilly and wood-land 
countrey, yet not unfurniſhed, of yron mynes, 
and one of copper reaſonable rich, but late] 
found aur, In it 1s one Citty called Caroloftadinm, 
built by Charles the 9. in a place before called

The Provinces of Eaſt-Gothlazd,are 0ftropothia, 
Smalandia, and Oelandia, with which in former 
times, were alſoreckoned Gotlaxaia, Scania, and 
Bleckingia Offrogothia,is tor the moſt parta plaine 
champian countrey, and ſo fruitfull, that it ex- 
ceedeth many other Provinces of Sweden,and by 
ſome thought, not trocquall onely, butevento 
exceede Ypland it ſelfe, the principall Province 


_ of the whole Swediſh dominion. It is exceeding 


pleaſant, and very well furniſhed with many 
fiſhie rivers, abundance of wild beaſts and wild 
fowle;and finally, whatſoever is uſeful for mans 
ſuſtnance, except wimeand ſalt, Neither 15 it 
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unfurniſhed of mynes in the mountanous parts 
of Godegard, Helleftaberg, and Yongaberg. In it is 
ſeated the City Yadſtenan, adorned with a faire 
caſtle, andan Abbey dedicate to Saint Brigera. 
There is beſides it, Schentmgia, ſometimes of 
oreat fame and note, but now reduced rothe 
forme of a Towne, Lavicopia,an Epiſcopall Sea, et] i 
Norcopia, and Swdercopia,two famous ſtaples, or _ | 
Townes for trafficke. 
 Smalandia, alarge country, above 300.miles Smalandic. | 
in compaſſe,and is,for the moſt part, full of great 1 
woods,and yet for good paſtures, nothing infe- FE 
riour to many of the neighbour countries, in(o- TY q- 


much that they ſend many very greatfed cattle 172. 
into Dewmarke,which are from thence yeerely in 


great abundance ſent into all high Germany and 
the lowcountries. In it are alſo great ſtore of 
great rivers 8& lakes,wel ſtored with abundance 
of excellent good fiſh. Inthar part called 77z- 
ftia there are copper mines newly found out. 
In Taber there are good ſteele mynes: and be- LP; 
ſides, out of their lakes, they gathera certaine 
zade matter, which with very ſmall labour is 
made very good yron. This countrey is divided 
into divers parts, the principall whereof, are 
Trcherad Yerandia,Tin#ia, as allo Finherdia and 
Mantinzia, famous for the Longobards expediti- 
on. Cities forthe largenefle of the eountrey ir 
hath not many ; the chiefe are Calmarnia,levers- 
pia, Vexio ann Epiſcopall Sea, Elreſio, and Veſ= 
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Olandia is arich and fruitfull Iland; abounding| 
in many rich commodities. But becaufe this. 
Land, as likewiſe Hallaudia and Bleckingia are. 
at this preſent under the obedience of the Da- 
ziſh King, I will here' paſſe by it. And yet 
ſhall .it not be out of purpoſe to take-notice 
that theſe Hands have Roe the cauſe of great 
quarrells and controverſies betwixt theſe two 
neighbouring Princes, Sweden and Denmark: and 
no: leſle_ cotnrouerſie hath it' cauſed :; among 
Writers, ſome pretending a right, ſome along 
preſcription of time to! corroborate the Title 
of their Prince, -whoſe right'they tooke upon 
them to mainraine, | | 

Next in order followes Fizland, which ſome 
thinke ſoro be called in compariſon of Swedep, 
as though it did in fruitfulneſfle farre exceed it, 
whoare foulely deceived : for it is more proba- 
ble that it was firſt called Fiendland,; by reaſon 
of the great hoſtility thoſe - Fizlanders exerciſed 
againſt this nation, ſo long as they were'com- 
manded by a King of their owne.. This coun- 
trey abounds in corne,paſtures,fiſh,and fowle , 
and finally,inſuch things as are moſt neceſſary 
for the life of man: this people is very laborious 
and able to endure hardſhip. Of old they were 
eſteemed the mildeſt among all thoſe Scranzian 
people, howbeit,at this day, they be ſomewhat 
harſher,and their valour in warre was well wit- 
nefled in this laſt memorable battle, ſomber

language of their owne, inthe which are ſome 
ſingularities tobeobſerved, namely,thax ſome 
letters they cannot pronounce : as B,D,G and 
thatthev want the letter F, neyther have they 
any word beginning with two conſonants, and 
therefore when they pronounce any ſuch word, 
1n other languages, they leave out ſuch letters: 
and for this cauſe, if they be not ſent abroad 
while they are yer young, they can never learne 
to pronounce forreigne languages, and thus 
for gratus, they pronounce ratus, forſþes, pes : 


for Dominus,tominus : forbonus, Pons, OC. And 


this is the reaſon, why the Nobles, Mer- 
chants, and others of abiliry,' ſend their 


yand ro be inſtructed in the Swearſh tongue, 


y which meanes"they are afterwards fitted 


for the learning of any other. Againe, intheir 
language, they obſerve no genders ,having one 
onely articles, ſe, which they attribute to both 
ſexes, and to all genders. Some others for 
brevity,I here willingly paſſe by. Theſe Finlan- 
ders in former times, had Kings of their owne 
nation, great warres with the Swediſh, untill 
ſuch time as being by Zricus King of Sweden, 
ſubdued inthe yeere 1130. they were alfo for- 
ced to embrace the Chriſtian faith. Now this 
King ſubdued not the whole countrey, bur 
afterwards Birgerus Jeri ſubdued Tavaftia, and 
againe Trgillus ſubdued Runts, or Carelia,and

Sauolaxia abounds with goodly lakes and ri- 
vers, andalmoſt all of them disburden them- 
ſelves by rhe river Yox, into that great lake, Z4- 
doga.

Out of theſe rankes of Nobility a- 
bove mentioned areeleed and choſenthe ſu- 
preme miniſters and officers of iudicature and 
other great employments of the Kingdome ; 
and for this cauſe have great maintenance allow- 
ed them, 
 _Asfortheclergie and ſtate eccleſiaſtical, itis ,, Rs 
compoſed of theſe perſons following: firſt is the «: perfons! 
Archbiſhop of Vpſalia, cogether with ſeuen ccclcliaſtical 
ther Biſhops ; and beſidescheſe, there are yer 
foure ſuperintendents , who although in name 


they differ fromthe former, yet innature & fun- 
Rion little or nothing; and this laſt is maſt com- 
monly the higheſt citle among the Proteftant 
Churches beyond the ſcas, as well Lutherans or 
others. So theſe Biſhops and {ſuperintendents 
were adioyned the Canons, Prepends, 8c. and 
under them Miniſters and Preachers of cuery 
Pariſh, The Biſhops in former times were poſ- giq.upslived 
ſeſſors of many firong holds and Caſtles, and like Princes 
great livings,and were exceeding rich,by reaſon hs 
whereofchey were avle to live like great Prin- 
+ Cces(asatthts day in Germany and'other places is 
tobe ſeen)by this meansrthey became ſo haugh... 
ty, and inſolent , that ſometimes they waged 
war with their owne natural Princes,ſometimes 
expelling them out of their kingdome. For this 


caule Guſiavys the 1, ofthatname, leſt rhe like 
F. 2 {hould 
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ſhould befal! himſelfe or his ſucceſſours, afſem- 
bled the whole eſtates of kis kingdome to take 
counſel! againſt rhe Biſhops then making prepa- 
ration tor az open rebellion; and by their advice 
and conſent annexed: unto the Crowne their 
lands and poſſeſons, together with all their 
ſtrong holds and Caſiles, relerving for theſe ec- 
cleſiaſticall perſons ſome part as well of the 
rythes as other cevenucs, to be for them a ft and 
competent maintenance. In former times theſe 
Biſhops had place among the chiefe Senatours 
and counſcllours of the kingdome.and the Arch- 
biſhop of Vpſalia, and ſometimes alſo the Bi 
ſhop of Lincopia aſſumed unto themſelves the 
title of Primate of the whole Kingdome ; for 
the which cauſe in thoſe dayes this dignity was 
by great Nobles ſued for ;but ſince this King- 
dome made profefhion of the reformed Religt. 
on, the clergie of higheſt ritle meddle only with 
Church-aftairesz and row mens ſonnes of the 
meaneſt degree and birth, merchants or huſ- 
bandmens are admitted unto ſuch functions. 
"And yet this priviledge they ſtill enioy,thatin e- 
very patliament they havea voice as well as any 
ofthe Nobility or others. 

_ Next follow the military forces as weil horfe 
as foot , which notwithſtanding conſiſt not of 
forreine mercenary forces: For the foot forces 
axe culledand pickt out from among the choiceſt 
youth of the kingdome, by decimatica , or ta- 

king eyery tenth man. After they ae once cn.

rolled, they are not onely freed from all ſub{. 
dies, impoſitions,orother payments what(oever, 
but havealſo ayeerely ſtipend allowed them of 
the king, who cauſeth certaine commanders for 
this ſame purpoſe appointed (being firſt furni. 
ſhed with all manner of weapons) for certaine 
yeares to traine them vpat home, inthe meane 
cimecnuring them to endure all manner of hard- 
ſhip, and ſuch toyle and labour as fould'cours 
arc wonted in wat to endure; while inthe mean 
time the old bands(itneed fo require)beemplot- 
e4inforreine expeditions. And thus it commeth 


to paſle, thacalcthough the King carry never ſo 
greatan army Out of the countrey againſt a for. 


reine enemy, yet is the kingdome never left un- 
furniſhed of ſufficient defence,ready to ſerye up- 
on all occaſions, and by this meanes there is the 
lefſe uſe of mercenary fouldiers,unlefſe upon ur- 
gent and extraordinary occaſion, as now in this 
great and memorable expedition againſt the | 
Anuſtrian houſe,and the whole Catholike league, —- 
It need not therefore ſeeme ſtrange , that this : 
great King hath even in our memories waged 
waralone and the ſame time againſt all his three 
potent neig hbours, the king of Poland, of Den- 
marke, and the great Prince or Duke of Ruſſia, 
For whenſoever his forces arecither wearied or 
worne out, heis able preſently to exchang- 
with a new ſupply, who beingalready inured r 
hardſhip and military labor and toile,are ad!c + 
undergoe any difficulty whatſoever,

tor a long timeneglected , and by this meanes 
many diſorders are by little and little crept into 

their trafficke and commerce. And therefore this 

illuſtrious and viRorious king Guſtavus Adolphus 

now reigning, to teſtifie and make knowne his 

love and fatherly afte&tion to his countrey, in re- 
ſtoring and repairing the rvines and breaches of 

the common-wealth,among many other things, 

did againe as it were, revive, and putlife into *

of the Goths inhabiting Greece and Thracia: to 
wit, that none ofthem ſhould enioy or poſſcſſe 
any of their ancient poſſeſhons in their owne 


countrey, unleſſe they would returne and dwell

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were, Aud it is apparent that they dwelt there 
before the times of Alexexdet the great, who,as 
 heaftirmed,wereto be ſhunned and taken heede 
of. Beſides, even before the incarnation of; our 
Lord and Saviour, they were ſuch'a terror to the 
Romans, abat they were by them much hiadered 
from inlarging their dominion beyond the Da- 


nubius, Now theſe lawes doe for the moſi part 


agree with the lawcs of the Viſtgoths, ſet cown 
by 1{derus, although they be farre ſhorter ; for 
the which cauſe it 1s not unlike that theſe ſame 
lawes of 1{drus were at the firſt colle&ed out of 
the conſtitutionsof the Veſtrogoths,and after,as 
the titles teſtifie enlarged by the kings of the 
Viſigoths of Spaine.

Bur the difference 1s, 
that theſe ſypreame Iudges viſit every yeare a 
great part of their Province,untill a1] rheir Pro- 


vinces be viſited, and when they have travelled 
the round, they returne againe where they firſt 
began (which the French Parliaments doe not) 
much after the manner of the Iudges circuits in 

this kingdome. And as this courſe is very con- 
venient for the remedying of'the publike diſca- 
ſes of the kingdome s ſo is italfo ſomeeaſeto 
the.ſubieRt, theſe iudges demanding the tribute 
and taxes by turnes, andnot all atonce, of ſuch 
eerritories and parithes as they vifit, that ſo 
the people be not all, burdened at one and the 

ſame time, 

It is yet further to be obſerved, that by the 
ancient cuſtomes and conſtitutions of this king- 
dome, beſides all theſe aforementioned courts, 
there was yet one general! court commanded to 
be kept in foure eminent places of the king- 

dome once or twice a yeere, for determining. .

occaſ1>ns ready for ſervice; and many of them 
furniſhed with 60,70. or 80. great pecces of 
braſſe Ordnance ; and now queſtionleſſe hee is 
furniſhed with a farce greater number, Neither 


yet 1s It any hard matter far him to make yp the 
Humber of © number of 6000 {aite within his dominions, not 
+ vm wid of rowers and ordinary watermen I meane, but 
ailers, : , Co 
cven of expertfailecs, pilots , maſters.of ſhips, 
maſters mates,8c. For all that erat about the 
ſca coaſt of Finlard, being at leaſt 40, miles in 
Jength, together with the coaſt of the Redeucke 
ſca twice as long, beſides a number of Ilands af- 
ford the inhabitants daily meanes of no ſmall 
comm.rceand trafhking by ſea;by which means 
the marriners may caſily become both bold and 
expcrt. Beſides, their maintenance is not very 
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chargeable to the king : for the moſt of their 
pay is in fiſh,fleſh, butter and cheeſe, ryceand 
bacly, ſuch commodities as many of his coun- 
fries yeeld him for tribute, Theſe ſhips in time 
of peace uſe to bediſtributed into divers parts of 
the kingdom, The greateſt comonly ly in Stock 
holme haven, which Port is {o fenced againſt all 
wands, that therethey may ſately ride againſt all 
winds withoutany anchors : belides, that there 
they are alſo free from any hoſtile invaſion,there 
being no acceſſe thither for any ſhips but by 24 
miles failing,and that by a number of dangerous 
rockes, The reſt of thoſe ſhipsare diſperſed into 
divers other harbours, cſpecially thoſe of 
Finland, that ſo they may be alwayes in a read. 
neſſe, if peradventure the Ruſhan ſhould 
make any ſudden ſtirce, Some of them a- 
gaine are beſtowed in ſuch ports and haven 
townes whereas they may inhibite the importa- 
tion of ſuch commodities out of high Germany, 
as might tend tothe ruine ofthe kiggdome: and 
therefore the kings maieſty ſufftereth no ſhip ro 
come from thence, unleſſe they have firſt a paſle 
granted them, ſubſcribed with his maiefties 
owne haud ; the which the Merchants of Lubeck 
often purchaſe ata round cate. And toconclude,; 
this kingis very powerfull by ſea; -/--

lubieds taraile a great armie of foot, who by 
reaſon-of their frequent- conflicts >

affaire, having infinitely improved the valour 
and proweſle derived unto them by their an- 
ceftours. 


This king may in a fortnightsi ſpace call out 


twelve legions of well experienced ſouldiers,

carry them whither .he liſt out of the kingdome, 
yea ifit were even to the very Indians, neither 
yet is he unfurniſhed of choice, avle,and skilfull 
horſemen as well in Sweden as in Finland, both

Cutomesa. Andtheſcareof three ſorts, The firſt ſort of tri-

lead in greatabDundance, but even filver alſo, of

For the greater is the ſnow, the greater number 
of theſe wild beaſts are raken. Out of the country 
of Lapland the Northermoft of all his Provin. 
ces the king receives a great number of theſe

ned, he ſendeththither every yeare an officer, be= 
ing a clerke, who ſo narrowly inquireth into the 
number of theſe beaſts ſo killed, that very hardly 
can he be deceived.

therein borne out by the Swediſh. themſelves, 
and was alſo ſhortly after by the Peeres of the 
kingdome deprived of the kingdome of Goth- 
land, which his brothers kindneſle had hitherto 
ſuftered.-him to enioy.

He being now dead, and the Swediſh diſper.- 
ſed and icattered, Chriſterne, by the Nobles of 
the Daniſh faction was crowned king ; having at

contrary fa&tion. But by reaſon of his extracr- 
dinary cruelty, the ſame moneth he came , was 
againe expelled the kingdome. 

Now before we proceed tothe orderly ſuccel- 
ſion of the enſuing kings , ſomething may bee 
laid concerning the king of Denmarke, and the 
originall of theclaime he layes tothe crowne of 
Sweden.

Archbiſhop of Vpſalia, having before reieted 
their naturail king Carslus Canutus : and is the 
pretended right the Dane claimes to the king- 
dome of Sweden.

aide and ſuccour to this Charles king of Sweden;

This Prince theretore ſent with great expe- 


dition under the command of 14;rus de la Garde, 


Farle of Leccho , and Arch.marſhall of the 
kingdome of Sweden, a great army, wherewith 
he raiſed the fiege, overthrew the enemies for. 
ces, and ſet ar libertie this diſtreſſed Prince. and 
all his Peeres. 
The 'aforenamed S»ſks 'making ſhew of a 
gratefull acknowledgement of fo great a kind- 
neſle received, not onely promiſed, but alſo ſea- 
led ſome deeds, whereby hee freely gave unto 
this king Chayles, and to his heires and ſucce(- 
fours kings of Sweden for ever, ccrtaine territa- 
riesand lordihips , together with the townes, 
caſtles, and forts thereunto belonging. But the

unthankfull perfidious Prince ſent ſecretly to 
the captaine of one of hiscaſtles, wiſhing him 
with ſome forces to intercept thofe deeds, toge- 
ther with the money agreed upen for the ſoul.

of Lithuania ; howbeit he reteineth ill man

| | Gans con Earle of Halſburg, beipg in the 
yeare 1274, crowned Emperour art Aquiſe 
granum or Aix, layed the firſt foundation ofthe 
preatnes of the Auſrian houſe. This Prince then 
beſides that with many great lordſhips , partly 
by force and violence, and partly by purchaſe he 
much increaſed his hereditary dominions ; the 
country of Auſtriaalſo by want ofa lawfull ſuc- 
cefſour fell into this Emperors hands to diſpoſe 
of; which he eftſoone conferred upon his ſonne 
Aibertzes. Intothis Auſtria then were incorpo- 
ratedall cheſe other dominions. Radeliphas being 
dead, Adelphus Earle of Naſſau was eleed Em- 
peror, and afterwards by the aforeſaid 4lbertns 
killed, who got himſelfe afterward choſen Em. 
perour. This Prince likewiſe ſpared no 'paines, 
but improoved his utmoſt power and means for 
the increaſing of thisalready groundedgreatnes. 


And this made him ſo cager an enemy co the 
-T* 00 Helve- 
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Heſvetian liberty, labouring by all meanes, di- 
re&or indire&,to hooke in whatſoever he could 
compaſle to make his ſons great, andto advance - 
che now rifing Auſtrian houſe; yea, ſo cager was - 
he in proſecuting his purpoſe, that he ſpared not 
the very monaſteries and religious houſes, but 
eicher bought out right what might thus bee 
purchaſed,or elſe procured himſelfe and his ſons 
to be made patrons and pruteRors of ſuch eccle- 
ſiaſticall places, a faire way for future poſſeſhon, 
But the uniuſt murder of his predeceſſor, being | 

"TRAIIP by his own brothers ſonne reyenged (who killed 
Err KUL, this ambitious LMibert) and all his covetouſneſle 
and ambition aow layed inthe duſt; the Princes .. 
of this Auſtrian houſe, as they had now & then 
cheir turnes inthis ſupreame authority, ſo were 
they not wanting tothemſelves and ſucceſſors, 
bur as time and opportunity were offered, went 
en in their predeceffors footfteps. At length,afe 
pate; (Cr thedeath of Sigiſmuwdthe Emperour in the 
bertEmpe. YEAre 1433,another Abert of 'this Auſtrian 
COUTs houſe, and ſonne inlaw to the aforeſaid Sje/ſ- 
und was elected Emperour ; the which his ſuc- 
ceſflors (having now yet once againe gotten. the 
ball before them) have kept cloſe uuto them-. 
ſelves almoſt for the ſpace of 200 yeares, even 
untill this very day ; having alſo afterwards ad. 
dedtotheir former greatneſle the kingdome of 
Wonderful) Hungaria, Bohemia, with the appurtenances

and maſters of Stiria, Carinthin, and Sirolis ; 
and by marciage afterwards gotten inthe 17: 
Prouinces.At length Charles the fitth(as though 
thishouſe had not yet bin greatenough)brought 
for his ſhare the kingdomes of Spaine and Por. 
eugall, together with all the kingdomes and do. 
minions thereupon depending : as namely the 
-kingdome of Naples, Sicilie,and Duchieof Mi- 
lang beſides che Velſt-Indies, andall che riches 
of that Wefterne world, with ſome thing in the 
Eaſt-Indics alſo. All this norwichſtanding, this 
grcat Monarch, according to his plas nlrre, not PTR 
con'ented with all theſe dominions ; aimed yer CE oh 
further at the ſubverfion and overthrow both of the over- | 
true religion,andthe liberty of Germany , and t*79w ofcruc 
| began to a ſuch atragedy in high Germany, as —_ with 
his ſonne Philip afterwards attempted inthe low the Germans 
- countries : for the which cauſe to have Pope Leo Dm 
the x0. for his friend, as he had before anathe- 
matized Luther ſorhis Emperor toaGhisparr, 
proſcribes him. This plot for a while ſucceeded 
according to his wiſhes,inſomuch that 19bn Fre. 
dericke, Prince eleQor , and the Landgrave of 
L Heſſen Proteors and maintainers of the true 
z  ceformed religion preached by Lather, and the 
4 Germane liberty were in epen field overthrown 
their forces diſperſed , and they themſelves ta- 
ken priſoners, But at length, Mavrice , Duk: of 
Saxonie the Emperours ' Generall , and 
newly poſlciſed, not onely of his kinſ{mans fands 
and poſſeſſions, butof his eleQorate dignity alſo, 
O 2 conera- 


contrary to the Emperours expeQation, turning 
his power againſt himſelfe, forces him, not one. 
ly co a reſtitution of the captives , Þut likewiſe 
co a ſetled peace and liberty of religion within 
the whole Germane countryes : and ſo it did 
here plainely appeare how God brought light 
out of darknes, 

Theleſuites, the incendiaries ofthe Chriſti- 
an world, envying the peaceand profperitic of 
the ſame, asin other parts,ſo in this countrey of 


Germany have they laboured to overthrow and 
ſubvert both the State of the true reformed 


Church and [common-wealth, And although 
they. have been a long time proieRing ſuch a 


plot, yer could it not ſo conveniently be broughe 


about untill ſuch time as Fredericke primus, Pala- 
tine EleQor, havingaccepred of the Bohemian 
Crowne, being freely and lawfully thereun:oe. 
leted, this viperous generation, being of 
martiall breed, failed not to lay hbld on ſuch'an 
offered opportunitie ; and therefore ceaſe not ts 
incenſe and ſtirreup the Emperor Ferdjuand the 
2. (of himſclfe ſenfible enough ef any thing that 
might but in ſhew.derogate from the dignity of 
the Aufirian houſe) to proſecute that which bes 
fore had been proieted. And thus was this No- 
ble Princedeprived not onely of his kingdome 
of Bohemia , bur of all his hereditary domini- 
onsand cleQorate dignitie, And whereas many 
ignorant of the leſuites farre fetched ſecrer ira. 
ragems , dig verily beleeyethatnow they were 
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attained tothe utmoſt end they aimedar, it ap- 
Peared farre otherwiſe. For now the fire that (o 
long lay covered under the aſhes breakes foorth, 
and ſets upon a ſudden all theſe flouriſhing Pros 
vinces of Germany on fire : and the. viſard now 
remooved theirpurpoſe, was made manifeſt to 
i the blindeſt eye-ſight; to wir, the totall cuine-' 
_ _ andoverthrow of the true religion in many, yea 
in moſt places of Germany profeſſed, the redu- 
cing of them againe to the Romitſh ſuperſtition, 
and utter overthrow efthe libertiesof the Re- 
mane Empire : whoſedeſignes whoſoever,in de- 
fence of Gods cauſe and liberties of their owne 
countrey,did any way oppoſe, have been in moſt 
barbarous manner profeonted and-.perſecuted 
with fire and ſword, and many forced to forſake 
their ancient inheritances to ſave their lives and 
keepe a good conicience, in ſtill profefling that 
religion wherein they had heretofore becne 
brought up.. Others againe more puſillanimous 
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and loath to looſe all for Chrift, yet beſides, a 
ſhameful and perfidious abinration of that truth 
which before they had profeſſed, wereyert not+' 
withſtanding forced to yecld to ſuch (laviſh and 
ſervile conditions, asthe infol:ncy of a. vicori- 
ous enemy was pleaſed to impoſe upon them, 

When this tyranny had now atleaſt, for the 
ſpace of tenne yeares beecne after a rigid man- 
; ner proſecured, it pleaſed Almighty God of his 
infigite goodneſle, all other meanes now failing, 
in pitty and compaſſion to his poore afflited 
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Church , now deſtitute of the leaſt appearance 
of any humane helpe, toraiſe up meanes of 
deliverance, where, I am ſure, it was leaſt expe- 
Qed.cuen that illuſtrious and victorious king of 
Sweden, Captaine of the Lords hoft, 

Guſtavus Adolphus, King of the Swethens, 
Goths,and Vandals.arriued in Pomer, in Febru- 
ary,4n.3630.and landed neere unto the [ſles of 
Rugen, and Vidome, at alittle village , called 
Pennemund,with no more at the firſt,then 6000 
ſouldiers, Himſelfe comming on {hoare, falls 
downe, and powres out this vato God, 0 Lord, 
thes that ruleft over the Heauens, theearth, and the 
vaſt ſea,l cannot ſufficiently giue thee thanks, that 
theu haft "preſerued we ſo graciouſly in this perillons 
#ourney; O Lord I render thanks wnto thee , andgine 
praiſe unto thee, fromthe very bottome of my heart, 
veſeeching thee ſeeing thou knoweſt, that this voyaee, 
my purpoſe andintent tends not to my owne', but onely 
10 thy glory and hononr and for the comfort and helpe 
of thy afflicted Church, that if now the time, and ap- 


pointed houre be come, Aſsift me further with thy grace 


41d bleſſing, & grant me a proſperous wind, and good 
TE 1 may behold /h "ft of my Army Sk 
4 i0yfull eye,which 1 haze left behind me picked wp, 
ont of diners nations ts the end that with them,1 may 
a4duance forward thy holy worke- Amen.
